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DETAILED ACTION 



Reasons for Allowance 



1 . Claims 25-33, 45-48, and 50-72 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 25, 33, 45, 50, 58, 59, 63, and 65 have been carefully considered. Prior art of 
record fails to teach a graphical user interface having a graphical window having a preview scan space, 
which is initially empty prior to a time when the scanner scans an image, the user interface progressively 
displays the image within the preview scan space to visually convey that the scanner is scanning the 
image. 

Lavendel (US 6,587,1 29 B1) teaches a user interface having a preview area for displaying a 
preview image; the image acquisition device delivers a preview image that is displayed in a preview area; 
the user can manipulate and adjust the selected image; the image immediately reflecting the adjustments. 
Lavendel fails to teach or suggest that the preview image is progressively displayed within the preview area 
to visually convey that the imaging device is scanning the image. 

Santos (US 4,837,635) discloses a scanner that enables a user to preview scan a picture and set 
out on a screen exactly what portion of the picture he wants to scan. The preview scan presents the user 
with a preview image of a picture. The user can select a portion of the picture he wants to scan and the 
scanner scans only the specified portion of the picture. Santos fails to teach or suggest that the preview 
scan progressively displays the picture within the scan window to visually convey that the scanner is 
scanning the image. 
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IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin "Host System and Attached Non-Programmable Terminal with 
Open Parallel Port" (IBM, hereinafter) discloses an image scanning application programming interface (API) 
that can be added on a host system; the host application enabled to have a menu where the user initiates 
image scanning. IBM teaches a Preview Mode, wherein data from the scanner could be displayed in an 
Online Setup Mode Screen so that the user can view the scanned image as the compressed data is passed 
to the work station controllers (WSC). IBM fails to teach or suggest that the preview image is progressively 
displayed within the preview window to visually convey that the imaging device is scanning the image.
